Owner* of land in the Stima* 
r reclamation area stand to secure 
a substantial reduction in their 
total indebtedness to the Gov¬ 
ernment as a result of the 
growth of a huge clover seed 
crop on the reclaimed area this 
year. Barring unforeseen acci¬ 
dents this crop should be worth 
well over a quarter of a million 
dollars. All this will be applied to 
the reclamation scheme it was an¬ 
nounced at the Department of Agri¬ 
culture. With this crop maturtng 
now, aala of Human land la being 
held up for the present. 

Altogether between 3.000 and 4.000 
acres of clover will be harvested 
this year at Humas under the direc¬ 
tion of the Department of Agricul¬ 
ture. by far the largest ever pro¬ 
duced in British Columbia. Kxperl- 
menta on smaller patches at Humas 
have shown that the land there is 
capable of producing MS pounds et 
seed to the acre so that the possible 
crop runs up to 1.500,000 pounds, or 
750 tons, which at present prices 
vrotfld be . worth <000 a ton. The 
value of such a crop would be 1450,- 
«oo but officials of the Department 
of Agriculture are not basing their 
«alculatlofis on such an output.
